Charles Dittmar picked up ii: dying 
gon, Harry, from the street, clasped 
him to his bosom and kissed him after 
the young man had been run down and 
fatally injured by August A. Busch’s au- 
tomobile, in which Busch, vice-president 
-of the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Asso- 
clation, was riding. 

A few blocks away, Dittmar’s bride 

of a year, who had kissed him good- 
by only a short time before, vainly 
awaited his home-coming. 
_ With Busch in the automobile when 
‘the accident occurred, at 7:30 p.| m. 
Thursday, were his private secretary, 
Edward C. Husemeyer, and his chauf- 
feur, George J. Thorpe. The chauffeur 
Was arrested and released on a com- 
mon law bond to appear at-the inquest 
Saturday. 

Dittmar was crossing from the west 
to the east side of *Broadway at Rus- 
fell avenue. The automobile was goiug 
south on the west gide of the street and 
a Broadway trolley car was going north. 

Dittmar ran to get across the street 
ahead of the trolley car and was struck 
hy the automobile. 

Story of an Eyewitness. 

Frank Pallozolo, proprietor of a fruit 
store at 2116 South Broadway, says he 
"was an eyewitness. His “account of

"Dittmar came out of a nickelodeon 
a, “No. 2123 and walked diagonally to 
the juth, across the sidewalk, until he 
was in front of 2127 and about twenty 
feet north of the curb line of Ann ave- 
Just.after Dittmar stepped from 
the sidewalk to the street he hurried to 
get across the street in front of a 
northbound trolley car. 

“The automobile, going south on the 
right side of the street, struck Dittmar 
and hurled him through the air for 20 
feet. He fell directly in the path of the 
automobile and about opposite the cen- 
ter of the north sidewalk of Ann ave- 
nue, so that he lay six feet west of the 
southbound car track and less than four 
feet north of the northwest corner of 
Broadway and Ann avenue. 

“The chauffeur either could not or 
did not try to stop the machine. After 
hurling Dittmar 20 feet ahead the ma- 
chine covered the distance and ran over 
him, and it was not stopped until it was 
- @n the south side of Ann avenue, about 
+ eighty or eighty-five feet from where 

was struck. The machine was 
going very fast.” 
Lamp Broken and Twisted. 

The headlizhts on the automobile were 
of a special make and of extra strength. 
They were made of cast brass and were 
supported by rolled steel brackets one- 
half inch thick. This is the type of 
lamp guarenteed to withstand collisions 
at ordinary speed, 
‘The right-hand ‘amp’s glass was brok- 

en and the lamp itself was bent and 
_ twisted. _The heavy steel supporting 
| erpexet was broken. 

Thorpe says that he was unable to 
‘stop the machine in time to avoid 
 \detebet Dittmar, but he denies that 
he was going fast. Busch and Huse- 
meyer say that the ‘machine was g0- 
ing only eight miles an hour. 

Charles Dittmar did not see Harry 
struck by the automobile, but when he 
saw a crowd gather he ran out of his 
plumbing shop at 2114 South Broadway 
and found that the injured man was 
his son.

hit my boy I am convinced that it was 
going much faster than eight miles dn 
hour,” said the father.

Sheriff Jones of Madison County swore 
in Constable J. L. Cresswell of Alton as 
a deputy sheriff and instructed him to 
capture the madman. Cresswell spent 
an hour oiling his revolvers and rifles, 
and, having reinforced himself with a 
company of three other armed men; 
announced that the expe ?itione would 
start at 10 a. m. ' 

At 10 a. m. he decided to delay his 
errand until he had eaten dirmner. He 
also was anxious te await .the coming 
of Marshal J. H. Dailey of Upper Al- 
ton, who weighs 200 pounds. : 

Cichler, according to Annie, began 
acting queerly a few days ago, and his 
wife hastened to conceal a_ revolver 
which she kept in the house. Her hus- 
band searched for the weapon in every 
nook and cranny and finally discovered 
it under a mattress. 

Boarded Up Windows, 

He cornered Mrs. Cichler and the 
children and declared he would shoot 
them if they attempted to escape. Then 
he nailed boards over the windows and 
doors to secure the prison. 

They waited in terror yntil nightfall, 
hoping that he would gleep.. But he re- 
doubled his vigilance. Mrs. Cichler 
dared not go to bed, fearing that she 
and the children would be murdered in 
their sleep. 

She-discovered Thursday that one of 
the windows was insecurely nailed. At 
night, after whispering her plan to An- 
nie, Mrs. Cichler inveigled her husband 
into another room and kept his interest 
until the girl had time to creep through 
the window. She ran to a neighbor’s 
house a half mile away and stayed all 
night. In the morning she went to Alton 
and told her story to Mrs. Sophia De- 
muth, police matron, who telephoned the 
information to Sheriff Jones. 

Was in Indiana Asylum. 

Cichler disappeared from home three 
months ago, taking with him two of his 
daughters, Esther, 6 years old, and 
Rose, 3. He left them with a relative 
in Chicago. A month ago he was found 
in Gary, Ind., where he had been con- 
fined and pronounced insane, the Alton 
police say. 

But he grew better when he returned 
home and was permitted his liberty. 
He worked until a few days ago as a 
mold maker at the Illinois glass works.

~ In telegraphic reports from Cornell University 
to the Post-Dispatch, a series of interesting fig- 
ures from a Cornell lecture on ‘sociology seem to 
prove that life is lengthening rapidly as a result 
of modern sctence. | - 

Tt is shid among other things that while the 
average duration of human life has increased 20 
Years in°20 centuries, most of the increasé has 
come in the Jast hundred years. . 

Unfortunately, no. single person who enjoys liv- 
ing as he geght to do, can take it for granted that 
all the acience of 20 centuries has added 20 years 
or 20 hdurs to bis life.or to his chances for liv- 
ig: While’we know nothing of the average duta- 
tion :of life 20 centuries ago, except from a few 
summaries of unreliable Roman statistics, we do 
know very, well that now and always the chances 
each one has. for long life depend almost wholly 
on his own way of living. 

This is as it ought to be and it will not change. 
There is a very’ great change for the better, 
which lengthens life statistically so that some mis- 
take the meaning of the statistics. In the last 
25 years such work as that of the Post-Dispatch 
Pure’ Milk Fund saves ‘the lives of thousands of 
cit¥ ¢hildren.. ‘It. was: the death rate among 
neglected children under 5 years old whieh did 
most to cut down the statistical average of dura- 
tion for al] life. -Thus the average-duration of 
life is actually lengthening. Science may claim 
its share of credit when such work as this ex- 
tends until it adds a year to the average life- 
time of all persons born in a generation. But the 
restlt is due chiefly to the “milk of human kind- 
ness” which does most to make all life worth 
living.

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STABILITY OF LAND VALUES. 

A striking evidence of the stability of rea) es- 
tate values in what may be described ag the 
strategic points of trade, is presented in an article 
in the current number of the Political Science 
Quarterly. It is a review of the status of real 
estate values in San Francisco since the earth- 
quake and fire of 1906, 

It will be remembered that the destruction of 
property in San Francisco was more extensive 
and more nearly complete than that of any othe: 
large city in modern times. One has to go back 
to the destruction of Carthage or of Jerusalem 
'to find anything like it. The value of building: 
and contents destroyed was upwards of $350,000,- 
000, and the total loss is estimated to have ex- 
ceeded $500,000,000. The city suffered a furthe 
damage from the fact that many feared ‘t woulc 
be gubject to further earthquakes. Thus in addi- 
tion to the huge actual loss, there was the in- 
calculable injury done to the repute of the sit 
ai a place of business or of habitation.

Supreme Court Orders Tax- 
ation Case Against Railroad 
to Be Tried. 


ACCOUNTING MADE 


Investigation Showed _Iili- 
nois Central to Owe the 
State a Huge Sum. 


By Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 28.—The 
fliinois' Centra] Railroad Co., sued by 
the State for back taxes, tentatively 
Placed at $15,000,000, has been de- 
feated in a preliminary of the case 
by a decision of the Supreme Court 
The effect of the decision is to send 
the case back to the Circuit Court of 
La Salle County for a hearing on its 
merits. . 

It is the contention of Gov, Deneen 
that for 33 years the railréaq has 
been “milking” the State through its 
system of accounting for gross earn- 
ings on which it is required under 
its charter to pay 7 per cent to the 
State !n lieu of other taxes. 

Suit Filed Three Years Ago. 

The suit was filed by the Attorney- 
General early in 1907 following a 
message from Gov. Deneen to the 
Legislature in which it wag asserted 
that the railroad had so manipulated 
its accounts as to credit millions of 
its earnings to lines not chartered in 
(llinois and hence not subject to the 
7 per cent tax. An appropriation was 
made by the Legislature to defray 
the expenses of an accounting. This 
:ccounting swelled the amount which 
the Governor has estimated to be due 
the State from $5,000,000 to $15,000.- 
900. 

The history of the suit really dates 
back to 181, when the State granted a 
special charter to the road which pro- 
vided—in consideration of a land grant 
of 2,500,000 acres—that the company 
should pay annually 5 per cent of its 
gross receipts, plus a property tax of 
% of 1 per cent, which should at least 
be equal to 7 per cent of the gross earn- 
ings On the mileage in Illinois. 


&15.000,000 Is Sued For. 
It ig alleged that the railroad ‘has not 


only construed the 7 per cent provision 
as a maximum instead of a minimum, 
but has failed to give the State a prop- 
er accounting since 1877. The _ total 
amount in question is placed at §$214,- 
000,000, 7 per cent of which is $15,000,000. 

When the State filed its bill in the La 
Salle County Circuit Court three years 
ago the railroad entered a demurrer 
and also demurred to an amended Dill 
filed later by the State. The Circuit 
Court sustained the demurrers, issuing 
a decree dismissing the complaint. From 
this decree the State appealed and to- 
day’s decision indicates: that the Su 
preme Court finds the complaint suffi- 
clently tenable on its face to warrant 
a trial on its merits. The remanding 
of the Case means a trial on the evi- 
dence. The date for this will be de- 
termined by the La Salle County Court» 

Company Wins Points, 

The company wins in its contention 
that prior to the opening of the Denren 
administration the account was closed 
and can not be reopened. The company 
also wins in the contention that the in- 
terest it draws from its bonds and 
money on deposit is not subject to a 


7 per cent deduction in favor of the 


State. 

A peculiar feature of the action’ of 
this court today is the filing of three 
separate opinions, all reaching the same 
conclusion and concurring, but in dif- 
ferent manner. Hand filed a specially 
concurring opinion and Justices Cooke, 
Vickers and Farmer joined in a specially 
concurring opinion.
